ZCH Declares All-Out Battle

/ YORK (NJP)—The fighting Zionist Organization of 
“sy ‘cae was committed this week to an all-out, no-com- 
promise battle against the opposition Committee fof Progressive 
Zionism with a challenge to its CPZ foes to seek power by the bal- 





jot “and not in the press.” 

The challenge was issued at an 
emergency conference attended 
py some 500 ZOA leaders at 
which a toe-to-toe verbal slug- 
fest developed in which ZOA 
leadership offered no quarter 
and asked none, 

CPZ leaders in @ morning 
and afternoon’ session fired 
one shaft of charges after an- 
other and were answered with 
equal power. When it was over 
the delegates gave the leader- 
ship of Dr. Abba Hillel Silver 
and President Emanuel Neu- 
man a vote of overwhelming 
confidence. 

A formal motion from the 
floor inviting the CPZ to the 
meeting as the organized oppo- 
sition was rejeted by a vote of 
131 to 41, 

Get It By Ballot 

Dr. Silver nailed down the 
challenge with this decree to the 
opposition: 

“You will get representation 
on the basis of your membership 
and no more.” 

The battle began at the morn- 
ing session with a conference 
on a discussion of the “internal 
Zionist situation,” referring to 
the ZOA battle against Henry 
Montor in the United Jewish Ap- 
peal onflict. 

That session started at 10:30 
am. with a two-hour address 
by Dr. Neumann who reviewed 
the entire fund-raising contro- 
versy. Neuman assailed the Jew- 
ish Agency executive, charging 
it exceeded its authority by inter- 
vening in the fund-raising ds- 
pute which began when Montor 

resigned as executive director of 
the ZOA-controlled United Pales- 
tine Appeal with a charge that 
the ZOA was using its control to 
influence internal Israeli policy. 

When Henry Morgenthau, Jr,, 
refused to accept the UJA chair- 
manship for a third year unless 
he could have Montor, the Jew- 
ish Agency convened in a special 
session, its first in the United 
States, to deal wth the deadlock. 
It met over the objections of the 
ZOA leadership. 

Neumann repeated the ZOA 
charge that opposition leaders 
sought through Montor to 
eliminate the ZOA from fund- 
raising entirely, He hit Nahum 
Goldmann, veteran Zionist 
leader and Silver-Neumann foe, 
for conferring with Morgen- 
theu without the consent of 
the Jewish Agency executive. 

He also denounced the Com- 
Mittee of Contributors, accusing 
it of violating a UPA agreement 
Teached last December by re- 
Maining in operation and by 
“trying to wheedle” Montor 
back into power through Mor- 





genthau. The COC is made up of 
large givers opposed to ZOA con- 
trol of the UPA. 


He concluded his address with 


_a threat to resign from the Amer- 


ican section of the Jewish Agen- 
cy, saying “I am a member of 
the Agency as of today,” 


The afternoon session opened 
with a motion inviting the CPZ 
into the ZOA as the opposition 
bloc. When it was rejected, CPZ 
leader Louis Levinthal of Phila- 
delphia took the microphone. 


Levinthal Hits Leaders 


Flanked by Silver and Neu- 
mann, he proceeded to attack the 
ZOA president on charges of 
seeking to intimidate the Jewish 
Agency with threats of resigna- 
tion. He also hit Neumann for 
discussing the fund issue in the 
morning session, asserting that 
a promise had been made by the 
ZOA leadership not to discuss 
the situation while it was still 
under consideration by the Agen- 
cy, 


He also denounced the ZOA 
leadership for “withholding the 
hand of friendship from _ the 
CPZ,” and for ZOA “support of 
Israel reactionaries in violation 
of the Pittsburgh platform. 

His charges were in turn at- 
tacked by Rabbi Irving Miller, 
chairman of the ZOA administra- 
tive council. 

Rabbi Miller said the CPZ 
wanted no friendship and cited 
as evidence the persistent re- 
fusal of CPZ members to occu- 
Py 10 ZOA executive posts left 
vacant for them. He said no 
organization in the world 
would accept Montor’s return 
ic 1¢ nad been attacked as Mon- 
tor had attacked the ZOA. 

Louis Lipsky, one of the key 

CPZ leaders, then took the floor 
to assult the Silver-Neumann 
administration as. aligned with 
the reactionary mayor of Tel 
Aviv, Israel Rokach, Lipsky de- 
manded recognition of the CPZ 
as a matter of right and not of 
privilege and concluded with a 
proposal for a commttee to ar- 
bitrate between the CPZ and the 
administration. 

Dr. Silver responded to both 
speeches. He hit both Goldman, 
whom he called the intellectual 
leader of the CPZ, and Lipsky, 
He lampooned Lipsky with a 
quotation from a 1928 statement 
in which a group opposed to Lip- 
sky as ZOA president charged 
him with failure. The statement 
also contained a charge of no 
confidence in Lipsky from the 
national board of Hadassah.

embittered by losing his World 
Zionist Congress seat in Basle 
in 1946 and was now out to re 
capture his position, 

“That’s not nice, Dr. Silver,” 
Lipsky called out, Dr. Silver 
snapped in return, “Why should 
I-be nice when you attack me 
like this?” 

-Dr. Silver said he had his dif- 
ferenes with David Ben-Gurion 
but that he considered Ben-Gur- 
ion “a God-send,” and that he 
had hailed his election as prime 
minister with joy. 

On the charge that he was a 
reactionary, Dr. Silver said he 
had fought for the closed shop 
30 years ago before the oppo- 
sition knew what labor legisla- 
tion was. 

He said that when the “honey- 

moon year” for. Israel is over, 
the Jewish state would need 
strong,. organized “unfailingly 
loyal” Zionist organizations all 
over the world. 
“Who will stand by Israel when 
communities are no longer able 
to provide large sums: the fair 
weather Zionists or the tried, 
tested, fire-tempered Zionists?” 
he asked, 

On the charge that the ZOA 
leadership was persona non-grata 
at the White House, Dr. Silver 
said “anyone who makes clamor- 
ing, demanding speeches, which 
were my responsibility wouldn't 
be persona grata, I didn’t want 
to be liked, I didn’t want a foun- 


tain pen. I wanted 2@ State of ~ 


Israel.” 

When he said “I have no per- 
sonal ambitions; my high mo- 
ment has been reached and pas- 
sed,” there were shouts of “no, 
no” from the audience, 

He then spoke directly to the 
CPZ, asking its leaders not to 
organize their opposition around 
“circumventing Silver.” ’ 

“Bring your resolutions to the 
ZOA conventions,” he - said. 
“Get representation on the basis 
of numbers. There is room for 
right and left of center in the 
ZOA, Don’t carry on this kind of 
propaganda.” 

He said “until we are voted 
out, we will continue this fight 
to the end, Let’s stop this sort 
of business.” 


Agency OK’s Demand 
For Montor Control

NEW YORK—Rabbi Abba Hillel sliver and Dr. Emanuel] Neu- 


mann resigned from the Jewish Agency this week when Henry Mor- 
genthau, Jr., rejected a compromise on the United Jewish Appeal 
dispute, demanding a completely free hand for Henry Monitor in the 
1949 drive. 

The resignations of the two Zionist Organization of America 
leaders followed a meeting of the Jewish Agency executive which 
accepted Morgenthau’s terms. 

The dramatic burst of events in the foundation-rocking dispute 
sent the Agency executive into a new huddle Wednesday with every 
indication that the split was beyond healing. 

Rabbi Silver had been asked by the Jewish Agency to make a 
personal visit to Morgenthau, who is vacationing in Pensacola, 
Florida. 

Mrs. Halprin Sent By Agency 

The request was made after Mrs. Rose Halprin, president of 
Hadassah was sent by the Agency executive, to present the com- 
promise to Morgenthau and bring back his answer. 

She made the trip by air Saturday, accompanied by Henry Mon- 
tor, who made the trip on his own. His discussion with Morgenthau 
was believed to have played a major role in the events that followed, 

Under terms of the compromise, which had been accepted by 
the ZOA leaders and the Agency, Montor would be brought back as 
Morgenthau’s personal representative. 

Montor, Joseph Schwartz of the Joint Distribution Committee, 
and Harry Shapiro, executive director of the ZOA-contrlled United 
Palestine Appeal, would serve as a three-man directorate under More 
genthau. 


Tight Clamp Placed on Montor 

The terms provided a tight clamp on Montor, banning him from 
all politica) activity, requiring him to apologize to the Silver-Neu- 
mann led ZOA, and in effect neutralizing his political range as came 
paign head. 

Morgenthau told Mrs.-: Halprin he wanted Montor to be 
general director of the campaign, which would have given him 
more power than he haf before he resigned last September as 
executive director of the UPA with a blast at the ZOA. 

Mrs. Halprin reported Morgenthau’s answer to the Agency and 
or. Silver was then asked by a Mizrachi member whether he would 
go to Pensacola in a personal effort to persuade Morgenthau to 
yield. 

Dr. Silver said he was willing and sent a telegram to Morgen- 
thau offering to come Monday. Morgenthau immediately replied 
that there was no point in the proposed Silver trip. He said he 
had made his position clear. 

The Jewish Agency met Tuesday and after a vigorous discussion 
agreed to accept Morgenthau’s terms. Silver and Neumann there- 
upon resigned, saying that they had no other recourse. 

The Agency went into immediate session to decide whether to 
go ahead with the Morgenthau proposal. 

It faced the problem of whether the UPA, which is no longer 
represented on the Agency because of the Silver-Neumann resigna- 
tion, would accept the Morgenthau stand. 

Another question was whether the ZOA would carry out its 
threat to conduct an independent fund-raising campaign through 
the UPA. 

The UPA is the largest of the three constituent agencies of the 
United Jewish Appeal and Harry Shapiro has been working on its 
program under ZOA orders, without waiting for a settlement of 
the issue.

Schultz Says His Anti-Red League 
Not Red-Baiting Nor Reactionary

INDIANAPOLIS—(NJP)—The executive director of the controversial American Jewish League 
Against Communism asserted this week that the League was the only organization in existence 
through which U. S. Jews could deal with “Communism’s mortal enmity toward Judaism.” 

’ Rabbi Benjamin Schultz, in an exclusive interview with The National Jewish Post, put on the 


record for the first time the League’s answers to its Jewish critics. 


In the year of its existance, the 
league has been hit by various 
groups on several grounds which 
Rabbi Schultz summed up as 
follows: 

1. Jews do not need a separ- 
ate and specifically Jewish or- 
ganization to fight Soviet fifth 
columns in the United 
States. 

2. The League should 
have taken its program 
to the Jewish civic de- 
fens agencies if its sponsors felt 
that Communist infiltration 
among Jewish organizations was 
a real threat, 

3. The fight against Commu- 
nism in the past has too often 
been by reactionary forces who 
Smeared and seriously hurt de- 
cent liberal groups by red--bait- 
ing, and the League is taking 
part in that illiberal activity. 


4. The board of the League is

dominated by political reactionar- 4t subverting Western civiliza- 
tion and establishing a totali- 
tarian dictatorship as destructive 
of human values as Fascism un- 
der Hitler.” 

Rabbi Schultz said that the ba- 
sic issue in those terms was a 
simple one, 


ies who are much less interested 
in fighting for Judaism than in 
fighting against progressive so- 
cial and political movements. 

The balding, bushy-eyebrowed 
rabbi opened the interview with 
what he termed a basic state- 
ment, 

“It is vital that in any discus- 
sion of our program, it be clear- 
ly ‘understood what we are talk- 
‘ing about when we say we are 
opposed to Communism,” he 
said. “I am not talking about 
communism with a small ‘ec’ or 
the attempts by reformers to es- 
tablish communistic settlements 
in early American history. And I 
am not talking about socialism.” 

“What the League opposes is 
20th century Soviet imperialism, 
which is taking miltary form in 
Europe and intellectual fifth col- 
umnism in the United States and 
other democratic countries,” he 
said “We are fighting an organ- 
ized world-wide conspiracy aimed 


to the League’s fight 
Communism. 
against fifth column conspiracies 
against 
which should be fought by all 
Americans, Jews included.

“I am a member of Americans 
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for Democratic Action, which is 
anti-Communistic,” he said. “But 
it is not designed for that fight. 
The fact is that no organization 
has grasped the nature of the 
Communist conspiracy and none 
exists other than our League 
which has a program developed 
from a comprehensive knowledge 
of that conspiracy.” 

The other phase is the fight 
against Communist infiltration 
and use of front groups among 
Jewish organizations. 

“Here again, no Jewish organ- 
ization exists which is ready and 
competent to deal with this prob- 
lem,” Rabbi Schultz said. 

He was asked why the Lea- 
gue sponsors had not taken the 
problem, if they felt it was a 
serious one, to the Anti-Defam- 
ation League, the American 
Jewish Committee, the Ameri- 
can Jewish Congress or the 
Jewish Labor Committee, the 
existing Jewish civic defense 
groups, 

Rabbi Schultz answered that 
most of the members of the Lea- 
gue are members of one or the 
other of the civic defense agen- 
cies. 

“We support their work and 
we shall continue, as individuals, 
to do so,” he said, “But I have 
looked over the bulletins of these 
agencies for years and for every 
thousand condemnations of Fas- 
cism, I have seen one condemna- 
tion of Communism as a threat. 

“This is not sald in criticism of 
these agencies but in recognition 
of the fact that they are im- 
mersed in the fight against anti- 
Semitism and Fascism. We have 
chosen as our little corner in the 
struggle for human liberties this 
paticular battle and our so doing 
is not a reflection on the existing 
agencies.” 

Rabbi Schultz said that a care- 
ful survey of the work of the 
defense agencies was made at 
the time formation of the Lea- 
gue was under consideration and 
that the sponsors concluded there 
were no Jewish organizations in 
the field ready and able to tackle 
the problem. 

Rabbi Schultz then took up the 
issue of the alleged thfeat that 
the League would smear legiti- 
mat Jewish and non-Jewish or- 
ganizations by red-baiting tac- 
tics. 

“Part of the answer to that is 
that there are two members of 
the Socialist party on our board,” 
he said. “You. can be sure that if 
any possibility arose, they would 
battle it without limit.” 

“The second part is that we 
name names and we have docu- 
mented evidence to back up our 
charges,” he said. “Its one 
thing to call a federal housing 
program a communist plot 
and quite another to say that 
the Jewish People’s Fraternal 
Order is a Communist front 
group.” 

“We say that the American 
Jewish Labor Council is a Soviet- 
organized group and that in that 
guise it collected money for Is- 
rael which may or may not have 


# gone to Israel, Let the American 


Jewish Labor Council operate 
but not under the pretence that it 
is not part of the world-wide So- 
viet conspiracy. I do not call this 
red-baiting and I do call the ac- 
tivities of such groups a fraud.”

Weisman Asks Israel To Curb

ORK—For the first time since American Jewry began 


Israel with an outburst of inde. 


pendent aid campaigns, the Israeli Government was formally asked 
by a major U. S. fund agency to crack down on such drives. 
The appeal was made by Herman L. Weisman, acting national 


chairman of the United Palestine 
Appeal, one of the three constitu- 
ent agencies of the United Jewish 
Appeal. Weisman held the Israel 
Government partly to blame for 
the situation. 

The UPA official made the ap- 
peal on the grounds that the rash 
of campaigns were a threat to the 
1949 UJA drive. His statement 
was believed to reflect the anxi- 
ety of top fund- 
raising officials 
that the UJA 
campaign might 
suffer this year 
because of the 
fight between the 
Zionist Organi- 
zation of Amer- 
ica and the Jew- 
ish Agency; and 
because of the 
letdown following the worldwide 
recognition of the Jewish State 
in recent months. 

Weisman asked the Govern- 
ment of Israel to curb by “prompt 
and unequivocal action the multi- 
plicity of splinter campaigns” in 
the U. S. which he said were a 
threat to the “priority” of the 
UJA drive. 

He also criticized the Israel 
Government with a charge that 
the campaigns were mush- 
rooming to create chaotic con- 
ditions because grganizations 
and authorities in Israel have 
failed to exercise restraint in 
giving authorization for special 
campaigns which collectively 
work great prejudice to the 
UJA in its effort to raise its 
full goal.” 

He said the multiple campaigns 
were an abuse and urged officials 
of Israel “in the government, in 
the Jewish Agency and in other

organizations” to stop such drives 
“if they are to avert the calamity 
of weakening the primacy of the 
UJA.” 


Stop Local Spending 

Weisman also appealed to com. 
munity leaders “represented on 
the Council of Jewish Federa. 
tions and Welfare Funds to limit 
campaigns for local requirements 
in view of Israel needs. He said 
the emergency situation in Israe] 
created by the vast influx of im. 
migrants “make it imperative 
that local campaigns for commu- 
nity needs be kept within reason- 

able bonds.” 

This was assumed to be a 
reference to discussions at the 
17th General Assembly of the 
CJFWF aimed at coordinating 
proposals for expansion of local 
building needs, which have been 
largely suspended during the 
last decade because of overseas 
needs. (NJP Jan. 21). 

Weisman’s statement did not 
specify which campaigns he was 
condemning. 

The statement recalled the bid 
of the Israeli Government last 
summer to bring some order into 
the chaos when it sent a repre. 
sentative to the United States, 


Israel Sent Envoy 

Dr. Herbert Foerder, Israeli 
food coordinator, was dispatched 
to the U. S. with the specific as- 
Signment of coordinating the 
swiftly-spreading and uncoordin- 
ated campaigns.

the activities of elements in the 
United States which are part of 
the Soviet conspiracy,” he said, 
emphatically. “If there were a 
native, home-grown American 
Communist Party, its activities 
would be no concern of ours.” 

Returning to the fundamental 
issue of why there should be a 
Jewish organization in the field 
at all, Rabbi Schultz said that 
the more Leagues there were bat- 
tling Communism, the better. 

He said that last week a group 
of Protestant Church leaders ap- 
proached him and asked him to 
organize a Protestant League 
against Communism. He said he 
told them that he approved of the 
proposal but that it was up to 
Protestants to organize the 
struggle in their own ranks 
themselves. 


“Judaism is the enemy of Com- 
munism and Communism is the 
enemy of Judaism. On that basis, 
Jews certainly should fight this 
conspiracy as Jews, as well as 
Americans. The League is one 
way they can work in both capa- 
cities,” 

What about the charge that 
the League was dominated by 
such individuals as George So- 
kolsky and Isaac Don Levine? 
Rabbi Schultz was asked. Critics 
of the League have charged that 
neither Sokolsky nor _ Levine 
have ever been active either as 
Jews or as liberals. 

Rabbi Schultz rejected 
charges that the League was 
dominated by persons of any 
special political outlook, 
“George Sokolsky may be as 

reactionary as some of his critics 
charge. He may have been 100 
per cent against the New Deal, 


I was and am 10 per cent for it, 
We meet in the League because 
we agree that Communist imper 
ialism is a threat to Western civ- 
ilization.” 

“I am a Zionist and a liberal 
of the. social-democratic school. 
Alfred Kohlberg, our national 
chairman, is a conservative busi- 
nessman, We find ng difficulty in 
working together as American 
Jews in this struggle. : 

“We also have on our board 
Charles Kreingler, an interna 
tional vice president of the Inter 
national Ladies Garment Work- 
ers Union and Mrs. Vivienne 
Wechter, vice chairman of the 
Bronx Liberal party. 

“Such persons are proof that 
liberals can be anti-Communist 
and that the League can do a 
vital job without descending to 
red-baiting,” he said. 

He said that 
part of the opposition to the 
League stems from a feeling 
among liberals that fighting the 
Communist conspiracy is some- 
how unclean. 

“This intellectual disease is a 
clear victory for the commu- 
nists,” Rabbi Schultz said. “I say 
that anti-Fascists should not and 
have not been deterred from 
fighting Fascism because Fas 
cists called them communists for 
so fighting; and by the same to- 
ken, anti-communists should not 
be deterred from fighting the 
the Communist conspiracy be 
Communists will call them Fas- 
cists for so doing. 

He said that the League has 
about 2,000 members in 22 states 
and two chapters, one in New 
York and one in Los Angeles, 
with more in the process of fol

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Morgenthau Reported Objecting 
To Details Of UJA Compromise ,

YORK—A sudden atgack of appendicitis early this week sent Nahum Goldmann, veteran 
zionist leader to bed, and threatened to delay final action on a compromise proposal to end the 
pristling dispute between the Zionist Organization of America and the Jewish Agency over fund- 


raising for Israel. 


A more serious hitch to the possibility of peace was reported to be Hénry Morgenthau’s objec- 


tions to the compromise formula 
submitted by a subcommittee to 
the plenary session of the Jewish 
Agency, now winding up an un- 
precedented first U. S. session, 

Morgenthau, vacationing in 
Tampico, Fla., reportedly was ob- 
jecting vigorously to the formula 
under which he would be general 
chairman with a three-man di- 
rectorate. 

The formula would return 
Henry Montor to top position 
in U, S. fund-raising but under 
conditions that would bind him 
tightly agejnst any political 
activity. 

The other two members of the 
proposed directorate would be 
Harry Shapiro, executive direc- 
tor of the United Palestine Ap- 
peal, who was named to suc- 
ceed Montor last year; Dr. Jo- 
seph J. Schwartz, European di- 
rector of the Joint Distribution 
Committee, or a substitute ac- 
ceptable to both sides. 

How It Started 

Morgenthau touched off the 
great debate when he refused 
the UJA chairmanship for 2 
third year unless he could have 
Montor on his staff, 

The ultimatum, which touched 
off a realignment of Zionist for- 
ces in the United States, brought 
two. opposition forces into the 
fund picture. These were the 
Committee for Progressive Zion- 
ism, formal internal opposition 
to the ZOA leadership of Dr. 
Abba Hillel Silver and Dr. Eman- 
uel Neumann, the ZOA presi- 
dent; and the Committee of Con- 
tributors, a group of large giv- 
ers organized in opposition to 
ZOA control of the United Pales- 
tine Appeal, largest of the three 
constituent agencies of the UJA. 

Monteor is anathema to the 
ZOA for his charges, made 
when he resigned last Septem- 
ber from his post as UPA exec- 
utive director, that the ZOA 
was using its control of the 
UPA to influence internal Is- 
reali policy, 

Montor subsequently reported- 
ly retracted the charges in 2 
written apology to the ZOA but 
the ZOA remained adamant on 
rejecting him.

S. delegates to the United Na- 
tions agency. 


An IRO statistical report for 
December said that for the first 
time in modern history, Jewish 
refugees are finding it much 
easier to re-establish themselves 


than non-Jewish refugees. 

The report credited the histori- 
cal change entirely to the opening 
up of Israel to immigration. It 
said that for the entire period of 
IRO operations, Israel was _ sec- 
ond to Britain as a country of re- 
settlement and that the United 
States was sixth.

Death For Jewish Nazi; 
Life Term For Another 


PARIS,—(JTA)—Oscar Reich, 
a Jew, was this week convicted 
of having aided the Nazis in 
hunting down fellow Jews in 
Paris during the German occu- 
pation and was_ sentenced to 
death by a French court. Josef 
Weiszl, a second defendant con- 
victed of tthe same charge, was 
sentenced to life imfrisonment. A 
third defendant, also a Jew, Jos- 
eph Crasny, was acquitted. 

The prosecution maintained 
that after the three defendants 
were arrested by the Germans in 
Paris, they undertook to aid the 
Nazis in the Drancy camp. Reich 
who was appointed chief of the 
camp police, beat and blackmailed 
other Jewish prisoners, Weizl, 
who at one time was also head 
of the camp police, maltreated 
the Jewish detainees and later or- 
ganized deportations to the East. 
Crasny, a chauffeur for the Ger- 
mans, was charged with partici- 
pating in several raids in search 
of Jews. 


10,000 Jewish DPs 
Enter Canada In 1948 


MONTREAL — (JTA) — About 
10,000 Jews, almost all of them 
refugees from DP camps, came to 
Canada during 1948, it was re- 
ported here at the regional con- 
ference of the Canadian Jewish 
Congress.

REFUGEES FROM SOVIET LANDS 
NEW DP ROBLEM IN AUSTRIA 


VIENNA—(JTA)—A new 


influx of Jewish 


refugees from 


Eastern Europe, most of whom declare that they have fled to escape 
arrest for anti-Communist activity, is now seriously complicating the 
DP resettlement problem here. Within the last three months more 
than 3,000 Jewish refugees have arrived in Austria from Hungary, 


Czechoslovakia and Rumania. 

Were it not for these new ar- 
rivals, the evacuation of Jewish 
DPs would now be nearly com- 
pleted. This week 200 persons 
were sent from western Austrian 
camps on their way to new 
homes abroad. But an equrl 
number have arrived here since 
Feb. 1. On the average, 600 to 
800 are being admitted each 
month into the camps while the 
remainder are living in hotels 
or with Austrian relatives. 


Jewish authorities here have 
long hoped that the resettlement 
problem would be largely solved 
by early summer, leaving behind 
four to five thousand refugees 
awaiting transportation to some 
place other than Israel. These 
hopes seem doomed to disap- 
pointment since only about 20 
per cent of the newcomers indi- 
cate a desire to emigrate to Is- 
rael, and most of them do not 
yet know where they want to go. 
What is to be done with these 
people who refuse to go to Is- 
rael, and for whom visas are not 
available in other countries, is 
a question nobody here can ans- 
wer.

FAMAGUSTA, Cyprus—(JTA)

dependence) for the short voyage 
to Haifa. The last group included

convoy started the troops waved 
farewell enthusiastically and 
shouted: “Shalom.” Even the 
merchants in the area surround- 
ing the camp, who will suffer 
heavy financial losses with the de- 
parture of the refugees, expressed 
happiness that the Jews were at 
last “going home.” 

Similar scenes took place on the 
dock. As the Atzmauth eased 
away from the pier the passen- 
gers shouted and* waved to the 
Greeks, while the hundreds of 
islanders responded by cheering. 
Thus ended the 29-month history 
of the British detention camps on 
Cyprus. In all, some 10,280 Jews 
left Cyprus since the reversal of 
the detention policy.

The 
great Hebrew University, of which every Jew is proud, might 
never have existed if net for his stubborn insistence. The poten 
tialities of scientific research and discovery and the role they are 
destined to play in the future of Israel, are eloquently described 
in the book. It can never be denied that the present advanced 
Status of science in the Jewish State is the result solely of Weiz- 
mann’s interest, enterprise and initiative. 

“Trial and Error” explodes several legends which have accu- 
mulated about the person of Dr. Weizmann, and he is to be con- 
gratulated on stating the facts, simply and straightforwardly, 
though many will doubless be disappointed to learn that some of 
the legends which have gained credence were indeed only legenda 

One popular myth he dismisses thus: “For some vmfathom 
able reason they always billed me as the inventor of TNT: It 
was in vain that I systematically and repeatedly denied any con- 
nection with, or interest in, TNT.” 

An even more persistent tale is to the effect that when Lloyd 
George approached the scientist and asked how Britain could re- 
ward him for his chemical discoveries, so helpful during World 
War I, Weizmann is supposed to have answered: “For myself— 
nothing; but for my people—give us Palestine.” Weizmann records 
no such conversation, even remotely, but he does tell that he re- 
ceived froin the government “a token reward for my work” amount- 
ing to about ten thousand pounds, in those days about fifty thous- 
and dollars. 

SOMETHING MUST be said of Weizmann’s attitude toward his 
colleagues and associates, principally toward Herzl. It is common 
knowledge that he opposed Herzl on the Uganda plan, but these 
memoirs reveal a Much more deeply seated opposition. Weizmann 
Pays tribute to elements of Herzl’s greatness, but the criticism is 
bitter and insistent, Herzi’s whole magnificent and daring plan 
was to Weizmann merely a naive idea of getting “the rich Jews 
to give the Sultan money to allow the poor Jews to go to Pales- 
tine.” This is unjust and unfair to Herzl, but it is not all. 

Herzl’s “leaning toward clericalism distressed us, so did the 
touch of Byzantinism in his manner. Almost from the outset a 
kind of court sprang up about him, of worshippers who pretended 
to guard him from too close contact with the mob. I am compelled 
to say,” Weizmann continues, “that certain elements in his bearing 
invited: such an attitude.“ 

Yet some of the traits in Herzl to which he objected appear 
to have become ingrained characteristics of Weizmann himself. 
Herzl did not fit well with the Russian Jews, Weizmann writes, 
beeause “he was full of Western dignity,” Later Weizmann be- 
eame the leading exponent of “Seamy" in Zionist relations. 

Herzl, he says, played to the “ch and powerful, to Duke ané 
Sultan and Kaiser. “We, on the other hand, had little faith in the 
benevolence of the mighty.” This comes from the one man in 
Zionism whose entire policy was based on faith and reliance in 
the mighty British Empire! 

During World War I, when the first draft was drawn up of 

what was later to become the Balfour Declaration, Weizmann ex- 
ults: “And now our discussions took on a new character. We were, 
So to speak, in the world arena; we had taken the plunge into 
international politics." Ignored is the elementary fact that it was 
Herzl who had made Zionism a political matter of international 
concern because of his very negotiations with the “mighty” from 
many lands. 
; WEIZMANN’S CALL for a decline of Zionist partisanship will 
strike a responsive chord in many, He deplores the existence of 
a great many parties, and consequent factionalism. He condemns 
the school system in Israel based on “class divisions” and appeals 
for a unified, national education, teaching citizenship, not party in- 
terests. 

In these he will have earnest support, and it is hoped that he 
will press for implementation of these views.

OF BORAISHA 


STUNS JEWISH, ZIONIST CIRCLES

He was a 
member of that 
tough - minded, j 
talented school 
of writers who 
resist intellectu-

He never was a “party-line” 
Zionist, but maintained his mem- 
bership in the Workmen’s Circle 
even though he wrote for the 
more rightist DAY. Boraisha 
was a protege of Y. L. Peretz, 
his eulogy was spoken by his 
great friend, Stephen Wise.

The upsurge of anti-semitism 
In Germany, noted in the Munich 
area where newspapers are be- 








coming openly brazen, has also 
manifested itself in Hamburg 
where a radio commentator re- 
cently charged that Hershel 
Greenspan’s assassination of Von 
Roth in Paris in 1938 was moti- 
vated not by idealism but by 
greed. Van Roth had run off 
with other people’s money, said 
the commentator, and Greenspan 
was just an embittered victim of 
the Nazi’s smuggling activities. 
This statement aroused two 
sets of parents: Von Rath’s 
and Greenspans, The former 
have sued the Hamburg radio 
officials for the defamation of 
their son’s memory; they 
claim Von Rath was a good 
Nazi and not a _ smuggler. 
Greenspan’s parents, now safe- 
ly in Israel, after painful stop- 
overs in a_ concentre{on 
camp and Russia, denied that 
money had anything to do with 
their son’s act, 


And in Paris, the lawyer who 
defended Greenspan, told news- 


papermen, including the DAY’s 
N. Zilberberg, that Greenspan 
was not only motivated by 


money matters, but that he re- 
fused to avail himself of $40,000 
which Dorothy Thompson had 
raised on his behalf because he 
felt that he needed no defense.

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CINCINNATI—The case of Walter Gieseking, the Nazi-tainted 
pianist who decided not to play in the United States following pro- 


tests by Jewish organizations, received considerable attention this 
week in Cincinnati’s two Anglo-Jewish weeklies, with one columnist 


protesting the action. 

The protest was made by Dr. 
E. Landau, in his “As I See It,” 
in EVERY FRIDAY, which also 
reprinted a letter by Rabbi James 
G. Heller in answer to a column- 
ist in the Cincinnati ENQUIRER, 
who charged that the United 
States was becoming a police 
state because it refused Giesek- 
ing permission to play here. 

Landau was joined by Alfred 
Segal, Seven Arts Feature col- 
umnist, who defended his stand 
in the column he writes for the 
Cincinnati POST, in which he as- 
serted that it was not becoming 
to the U. S. “to behave like ‘Nazis 
in the matter of the German pi- 
ano player whose only crime was 
that he had committed the poli- 
ical error of playing the piano 
for the Nazis.” 


Landau said that he took his 
stand on the basis that he 
could not accept the doctrine 
that “art cannot be separated 
from political matters,” which 
he called “the credo of any dic- 
tatorship.” 


Landau summed up the charg- 
es against Gieseking as having 
played the piano during the Nazi 
regime in Turkey during the war, 
and. that he was a member of a 
Nazi musician’s organization and 
co editor of a musical paper in 
Germany. 

Not A Member of SS 

“Nobody has pretended, how- 
ever, that Mr. Gieseking was a 
politician, a member of the Wehr- 
macht, SS or SA. His business 
was to play the piano and he did 
nothing else.” 

Segal, writing in his Feb, 11 
“Plain Talk,” said that in his 
function as a columnist for a 
daily paper in Cincinnati, he said 
he didn’t like the action against 
Gieseking. 

“Privately—I kept it to my- 
self from my daily column— 
I didn’t like it because Jews 
had something to do with Herr 
Gieseking being’ given’ the 
bum’s rush out of American 
concert halls,” Segal declared. 


Segal said that Jews should be 
a dignified people, “conscious of 
the stately eminence on which 
they stand, high above the rub- 
ble-heap of their persecutors.” 

“Our heads should be toward 
the skies but we had stooped to 
help kick a piano player in veng- 
eance for the six million dead of 
our people,” Segal wrote. “We 
were like the hero of a stage 
tragedy suddenly pulling the nose 
of some of the fiddlers of the 
murderous king. The tragic hero 
has become an absurd clown.” 

Called a Renegade 

Segal said that “all the past 
week I have been hearing from 
Jews of our community who call 
me a renegade, a traitor to Is- 
rael, a phoney liberal. To other 
papers of our daily press a rabbi 
and other leaders of the Jewish 
community have written hotly in 
defense of Gieseking being kick- 
ed out,” 

“At our age—I mean the thous- 
ands of years of the Jewish peo- 
ple—we, the timeless persecuted, 
should not put ourselves in the 
place of the persecutor, even to 
ponrenes one piano are. We, 
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the persecuted, should never for. 
get for what small causes we 
ourselves have been made to suf- 
fer.” 


Turning from the theme of 
how an age-old people should 
behave, Segal warned there 
was also involved an issue of 
Jewish relations with non-Jews. 


“In some of the letters to the 
press protesting against Giesek. 
ing being Virtually expelled from 
the U.S., there are undertones of 
antin-Semitism to be detected; 
suggestions of a minority trying 
to run things here.” 


He quoted one such letter from 
a woman: “It is announced that 
the U.S. has given full recogni- 
tion to Palestine. That makes all 
Jews citizens of Palestine. If 
the Jews wish to keep Walter 
Gieseking out of Palestine, that 
is not the business of the U. S. 
Neither is it the business of Pal- 
estine to decide who shall come 
to this country.” 


Segal warned that “such stu- 
pid ignorance is the more rea- 
son Why we should stand high 
on the wisdom that knows 
what is good for us.” 


Rabbi Heller said flatly that 
Gieseking was a believer in Nazi 
Philosophy and the Nazi program 
long before the war. He said that 
from a personal visit to the 
American; Occupation Zone he 
could testify that de-Nazification 
was a farce and that de-nazifica- 
tion of Gieseking was hardly 
conclusive evidence that he was 
never a Nazi. 


“I have discovered that many 
of those who displayed no indig- 
nation worthy of the name 
while 6,000,000 Jews were veing 
done to death in Fortress Eu- 
rope, are now prone to accuse 
Jews of being revengeful be- 
cause they take their part in 
defending their country and the 
world against the Nazis that 
still exist, and now in some 
cases roam it so freely.” 


“There is something profound- 
ly wrong in all this,” Rabbi Hel- 
ler said. ‘To equate the Nazis 
book-burning with Jewish parti- 
cipation in proest against Gisek- 
ing is deeply, disturbingly wrong. 

Heller Sees A Difference 

“Mr. Hessler (The Cincinnati 
ENQUIRER columnist) discerns 
no difference ‘save in the dimen- 
sions of the injustice.’ I discern 
another difference. One is a 
crime, the other is the protest 
against the crime and those who 
connived at it.” 

The Cincinnati AMERICAN IS- 
RAELITE also commented edi- 
torially on the Hessler column. 

“If Mr. Gieseking had a good 
case, why did he cancel a lucra- 
tive professional contract and 
quite these shores so quickly?” 
the ISRAELITE asked. “America 
has many able attorneys who 
would have been happy to repre- 
sent him in his day in court, Why 
does Mr. Gieseking desire no 
hearing?” 

The editorial said that the 
Hessler column “gives the aver- 
age reader the impressions that 
Mr. Gieseking had been denied 
a hearing and that he is innocent. 
We are at a loss to understand 
how a man can be said to be in- 
nocent before his hearing has 
been held. Mr. Gieseking has not 
been denied a formal’ hearing; 
he obviously desired none.”

“Among other things, the Israeli constitution - 
guarantees women complete equality, giving them 
social and political status .. , In Israel whether 
women like it or not, they are going to be 
given equal status with men. Being a Semite has 
its compensations, to be sure. But one Semitic in- 
stitutional hangover will .now be eliminated, root 
and branch. A woman is no longer to be an object, 
howsoever important an object. She is now a 
subject that’s not to be subjected, 

“Undoubtedly there will be all kinds of emendations, inter- 
pretations and rationalizations within the sphere of traditional 
Jewish law. But like Israel itself the ‘new Jewish woman’ is 
here to stay. 

“What has all this to do with American Jewry and its relations 
to Israel? A good deal. 

“The American synagogue now finds that for all the democracy 
in America, it is several steps behind Israel. The American syn- 
agogue has unduly exploited its women, made them auxiliaries, ad- 
juncts, affiliates, They are still objects, not subjects, For the most 
part the synagogue has not changed its now out-worn, ancient Se- 
mitic attitute about the full status of women. 

“It is time we approached the whole problem of women in the 
synagogue from a fresh point of view and emulated our Israel 
Brethern.””

WM 71TH Purim not too far away, this is a good time to start 
thinking about the traditional culinary delights associated 
with the holiday. Here are three from the beautifully-designed cook- 
book of the Euclid Avenue Temple Sisterhood of Cleveland, a splen- 
did 219-page volume of recipes from members of the Sisterhood. 

The Hamantaschen recipe was contributed by Mrs. Barnett M. 
Brickner, wife of the Temple’s spiritual leader; the honey sponge 
cake by Mrs. Simon Fuerst, and the dry teiglach by Mrs. I. Guy 
Shapiro. 


HAMANTASCHEN 

6cups flour % cup sour cream 
1 cake yeast 1 pint sweet milk 
% cup sugar % cup butter 
1 tbsp. salt 

Dissolve yeast in 4% cup warm milk. Heat remaining milk. ana 
butter to lukewarm; beat. Add yeast mixture. Sift and add dry 
ingredients. Add cream. Knead at least 15 minutes; let rise for 
three hours; knead again for 15 minutes; roll out to one inch thick- 
ness. Cut into four square inches. Fill with filling below; fold into 
three corner shapes to resemble Haman’s hat. Press edges together. 
Let rise until double in thickness. Bake half an hour in moderate 
oven. This recipe makes 24 Haman Taschen. 

Filling 

1 cup poppy seed 1 tsp. chopped citron 
2 tbsp. butter 1 tsp. vanilla or lemon rind 
2 tbsp. molasses or maple syrup 1 cup seedless raisins 
% cup chopped almonds sugar to taste 
1 cup milk 

Grind poppy seed; boil with milk, syrup, butter, almonds, raisins, 
sugar and citron until thick. Cool. Add vanilla and nuts. Raisins 
and citron may be omitted. 


HONEY SPONGE CAKE 


4 eggs, separated 1 tsp. allspice 

1 cup sugar % tsp. salt 

1 lb. honey 1 tsp. baking soda 

¥% cup shortening 2 tsp. baking powder 

1 cup black coffee juice and rind of 1 orange 
1 tsp. cinnamon rind of 1 lemon 


Cream egg yolks and sugar, add honey and shortening; mix until 
well blended. Sift all dry ingredients and add with coffee, beat 
well, add juices and rind; beat again very well. Beat egg whites until 
stiff enough to hold up in peaks, but not dry; then fold carefully 
with other mixture. Bake in loaf pans (two) which have been 
greased and lined with paper, in moderate oven for one hour. 


DRY TEIGLACH 
2 cups sugar 
1 cup water 
1 tsp. ginger 


3 cups flour 
1 tsp. baking powder 
4 eggs 

nuts and raisins 

Combine the first three ingredients; knead into dough. Roll 
out; cut into squares about 1% inches in diameter. Fill each square 
with a raisin and o nut. Fold and pinch together. Place on baking 
sheet; bake in oven 350 degrees about 20 minutes. 

Boil, sugar, water and ginger about five minutes in large kettle, 
then add the baked teiglach; boil until sugary. Have a sugared 
platter ready; toss the hot teiglach thereon.

But the following letter 
from the Jewish HERALD-

Here is the letter: 


Some five years ago the Call- 
fornia Jewish Voice was the are- 
na for a royal debate that raged 
around the Christological outgiv- 
ings of Sholem Asch, decked in 
pseudo-historical garb and other- 
wise, with their befuddling effect 
on our uninformed youth. The 
appearance since then of his idol- 
ization and sublimation of Mary 
has, in particular, left no doubt 
in any honest. mind that he is 
thoroughly indoctrinated, besides 
being bewitched by his images 
and imaginings. 

Be this as it may, I think it is 
well to place on record the fol- 
lowing episode, which tears the 
veil or cloak off the artistic 
countenance of Sholem Asch and 
the ideology or thedlogy he har- 
bors inwardly. It is reported by 
Moshe Elbaum who is on the ed- 
itorial staff of the Jewish Morn- 
ing Journal, in its issue of Jan- 
uary 12. And as one who had a 
share in the above-mentioned de- 
bate, I herewith submit a trans- 
lation of said report from the 
Yiddish: 

The other day there was a Sell- 
out of rare paintings in one of 
the large art galleries of New 
York. One could also see the pho- 
tographs of these works in a 
specially priced catalogue, with 
the names of the artist, the for- 
_ mer owner, and the seller of each 
canvas. 


Now, professional connoisseurs 
of art are always curious to 
know the exact reason that in- 
duced So-and-So to dispose of a 
coveted masterpiece, Did he liq- 
uidate his home? Was he on the 
verge of bankruptcy? Or, is it 
simply that he came to regard 
it as excess ballast, an eyesore, 
or an irritant for some reason 
or other? 


The collection in question, con- 
tained an original canvas, drawn 
by the famous Jewish craftsman, 
Mare Chagall, and marked by a 
lavish display of color that is 
typical of all his work. It depicts 
a three-fold scene where the Naz- 
arene, wrapped in flaming wrath, 
hovers over a pogromed Jewish 
town in Poland that has been set 
on fire, and beckons to the world; 
while in the foreground a Jewish 
woman, horror-struck, is seen 
clasping a child to her breast. 
Nay, more than that. She holds 
up her hand athwart the blazing 
town and points to the Nazarene, 
as if to say: Yes, all this is of 
YOUR doing! 

The price of this picture, as 
given in the catalogue, was ac- 


companied by the information: 
“Owner, Sholem Asch.” It caught 
the fancy or won the pity of a 
warm-hearted Jew, widely known 
as an outstanding art collector in 
pre-War Poland. He purchased 
from Sholem Asch this evidently 
unwanted and highly embarrass- 
ing pictorial reminder. . .

Hyman, JDC Executive 
Dies In Los Angeles 


LOS ANGELES, — (JTA)—Dr. 
Joseph C. Hyman, formerly exe- 
cutive vice-chairman of the Joint 
Distribution Committee and for 
a quarter of a century a leading 
figure in the J.D.C.’s program to 
alleviate the suffering of Jewish 
communities overseas, died here 
last week of a heart attack at the 
age of 59. 

Dr. Hyman retired from his 
post as executive vice-chairman 
of J.D.C. in January, 1947. In the 
summer of the same year, how- 
ever, he undertook a survey of 
conditions among Europe’s dis- 
Placed Jews, reporting that only 
the continued assistance of Amer- 
ican Jewry could assure the 
speedy solution of the Jewish DP 
proplem. He visited Palestine as 
well as seven European countries. 


N. J. Passes Bill 
Against? All Bias 


TRENTON, N.J.—(JTA) — A 
bill providing for the outlawing 
of all forms of discrimination be- 
cause of race, creed, national or- 
igin or color in employment, edu- 
cation, housing, public accommo- 
dation and recreational facilities 
was approved unanimously here 
this week by the State assembly. 

The measure, proposed by As- 
semblywoman Grace Freeman, 
also endorses guarantees in the 
state’s new constitution against 
discrimination.

The Rabbi Takes A Siand 


ABBI HARRY ESSRIG’S decision not to in- 

vite a Christian minister to his puipit 

for Brotherhood Week may sound like a pub- 

licity stunt. But those who know the Grand 

Rapids, Michigan rabbi will knew that his mo- 

tives are pure and that his decision is part 

of a new understandimg within the U. S. Jew- 
ish community. 

Almost all Jews are in favor of brotherhood. 
It is not the Jew who needs education in that 
respect. But up until now, as Rabbi Essrig 
has pointed out, it has been Jewish initiative 
which has pushed the brotherhoed movement 
in the U.S. 

Behind the new feeling ef Jews on this pro- 
gram has been the growing realization that 
Brotherhood messages or speeches without 
concrete action are about as effective as the 
Arab armies in Palestine. 

For years now, Brotherhood Weeks has been 


a full-fledged and well-organized effort im the 
U. S. Yet it has had little effect on quotas 
for Jews and Negroes and Italians in respeg; 
to college entrance or jobs. In fact, the Ny», 
tional Conference of Christians and Jews re 
fuses to take a stand on political action to re 
move these barriers to brotherhood. 

Recognition that these are the facts does 
not mean that Jews should retire into a_she} 
and break off all contact with good will move 
ments. It means only that the Jew recognize 
his mistake in believing that equality and just. 
ice might be won: by a stronger NCCJ or more 
exchanges of pulpits and goedwill. 

Those who did so believe had hoped to buy 
justice cheaply. But it will take more thap 
such a program. to win a true brotherhood 
The road is long and hard. The goal can be 
achieved, but it will take sacrifice and courage 
and faith; there is no easy and painless way, 


Intermarriage—W hat Should We Do? 


A N editorial in the Jewish LEDGER of 


Rochester, discussing intermarriage, 
makes a common error in analyzing the prop- 
lem. 

“Many parents,” says the editorial, “who 
regard the intermarriage of their children with 
real grief, fail to accept the responsibility for 
it in the inevitable assimilation that follows 
the breakdown of all religious observance in 
the home, the failure to provide a Jewish ed- 
ucation and to instill pride in their people.” 

This argument presumes that intermarriage 
is more common to Reform than to Orthodox 
but the few surveys available show exactly 
the contrary conclusion. 

The truth probably is that intermarriage is 
due to psychological factors quite apart from 


religious beliefs. But in any event, it is ap. 
parent that intermarriages cannot be stopped 
by fiat. 

Like other facts of life, intermarriage must 
be accepted as a fact. It need not be encour. 
aged, of course, but if it cannot be ruled out 
then nothing is left but to adopt a sane and 
wholesome attitude toward it. 

The Jewish group has not always prohib 
ited intermarriage. In the ghettoes the prob. 
bition against it could be made effective. Tp. 
day that is no longer possible. If intermarriage 
grows—and it no doubt will—and if the present 
inadvisable attitude toward it continues, the 
result will simply be to hasten the day when 
those who predict an early end to Jewish life 
outside of Israel may see their fears realized, 


The Knife-Wieldders Mourn Their Victim 


A LOT of twaddle has been written about 
the death of the American Jewish Con- 
ference. Its demise has been’ universally 
mourned, and among the grief-stricken pall- 
bearers have been the national organizations 
who wielded the murder weapon. 

The Conference died because the national 
Jewish organizations refused to yield to it any 
of their autonomy. Henry Monsky brought the 
conference to life but he too was adamant 
when the province of his B’nai B’rith was the 
least bit threatened. 

If this analysis is accurate, no successor to 
the Conference will appear until either the 


national Jewish organizations lose their stran 
gle-hoid on the American Jewish community, 
or some agency of the community becomes 
strong enough to force the national organiz- 
tions to abide by the will of the Jews of the 
United States. 

Fuzzy thinking and inaccurate analyses of 
the reasons for the Conference failure will do 
more to prevent emergence of a_ successful 
successor than anything else. The obstacles in 
the way of a_ successful democratic Jewish 
body must be clearly understood lest a new 
attempt founder on the same rocks that wreck: 
ed the Conference. 


Current Comment 


Jealousies of national Jewish organizational 
leadership and refusal to yield an inch of an- 
tonomy were basie causes of death of Ameri- 
can Jewish Conference, says Rabbi Louis Le- 
vitsky of Congregation Oheb Shalom of New- 
ark—On December 31 an official end came to 
the American Jewish Conference, the most am- 
bitious attempt made so far by American 
Jewry to integrate all of its forces for group 
living in this country and for most effective 
service to Jews in Europe and the rebuilding of 
Palestine. This failure is to be deeply la- 
mented. _ 

It was my privilege to open with prayer the 
first historic session at the Waldorf-Astoria 
Hotel which brought together several thousand 
Jews from every part of the country. Every 
Jewish community was represented as were all 
but one of the National Jewish organizations. 
The press of the entire country—through the 
press associations and special correspondents 
—was there, as was an observer sent by the 
White House. The Jews of Europe and of Pal- 
estine had their hopes and morals_ greatly 
raised by the prospects of the immeasurable 
results from a unified and well coordinated 
American Jewry. It was to shave lent greater 
stature to us in this country, in addition to 
most effective use of all the material and spir- 
itual resources of this—the largest and rich. 
est and most influential Jewish community in 
the world. 

So long as it lasted it rendered magnificent 
service. I served on its rescue commission and 
can testify personally to the respect with which 
our own government and others treated the 
spokesmen of a united Jewry of America. Most 


\ 


committees moved with dispatch and effective 
ness. Plans for reassignment of functions 
among national organizations were under way, 
in order to wipe out the regrettable duplica 
tions going on—both in service and fund rais- 
ing. While it is true that we are rich in mat 
power and money, there is so much to be done 
that we can ill afford the luxury of spending 
two dollars where only one can do the same 
good, or more important—having two or three 
or even four people do the same work which 
can be accomplished much more efficiently by 
one. All these considerations are quite apart 
from the dignity that would be ours in a uni 
fied Jewry. It could really be a great inspire 
tion. 

But it was not to be, and for only one reason 
No national organization was willing to give up 
any part of its autonomy for the sake of the 
good of entire Jewry. The jealousies of mt 
tional organizations and the drive for power 
the part of some of their leaders made this 
most desirable move for a coordinate ort 
impossible. The failure of the American vewish 
Conference is explained as simply as all this, 
regardless of high sounding terminology * 
philosophic speculations. The pity’s all the 
greater that B’nai Brith, whose _ illustrious 
president, Henry Monsky, was more responsi 
ble than any other person in the county 
for bringing into being the American Jewish 
Conference, refused to make possible its cot 
tinuance. This refusal proved to be the death 
blow. Other organizations, with lesser personal 
interest followed in their steps. Once agaill, 
envy and lust for power was victorious over the 
good and the true. It WAS always so. But 
it be always so?

In 
the absence of specific charges 
in Rabbi Golovensky’s letter as 
to the nature of the presumed 
distortion, it is assumed that he 
objects to the emphasis in The 
Post story on the reported funda- 
mental aim of the school to ap- 
peal to wealthy Jewish parents.

cial classes.” 

The Post did write its story on 
the basis of the article in the 
SYNAGOGUE LIGHT to which 
Rabbi Golovensky refers. Per- 
haps Rabbi Golovensky objects 
to the fact that The Post did not 
reprint the article as he had writ- 
ten it. This is hardly the fune- 
tion of a newspaper. The Post 
did exactly what any newspaper 
should do—select the basic theme 
of the report and tell its readers 
about it. 

An examination of the original 


article indicates that Rabbi Golo- 
vensky treated two phases: 1. the 
fact that the school was aimed 
specifically at wealthy Jews 
whose children were in danger of 
growing up entirely without Jew- 
ish background; 2. that. the 
school curriculum would, it was 
hoped, represent a_ substantial 
advancement in effectiveness as 
an educational medium. About 80 
per cent of the total wordage of 
the article was devoted to point 
one and the rest to point two. 


The Post did not maintain this 
balance in its story, although 
The Post did NOT neglect point 
two. 


Rabbi Golovensky has every 
right to lay down the precise 
nuances he wishes to convey in 
an article under his signature. 
He must trust the press to report 
on its NEWS values fairly and 
adequately. The Post believes it 
has done so and must continue to 
so believe in the absence of proof 
of the distortion Rabbi Goloven- 
sky charges. 


The Post story failed to in- 
clude the fact that the school will 
have the guidance of Dr. Jacob 
Greenberg. associate superinten- 
dent of schools for the city of 
New York, and of Benjamin 
Fine, education editor of the N. 
Y. TIMES. It failed to note that 
the curriculum provides a_ full 
course of secular studies and a 
comprehensive Hebrew program, 
“utilizing progressive pedagogic 
methods and educational tech- 
niques.” 


The Post also failed to include 
in its story that the children 
would be carefully tested by mod- 
ern psychological techniques. 


However, The Post also did not 
carry additional material from 
the original article buttressing 
the main theme—which received 
some 80 per cent of the wordage 
of Rabbi Golovensky’s article— 
of the goal of providing a school 
fashionable enough to draw the 
children of “Jewish upper class- 
es.” If Rabbi Golovensky felt 
it was proper to disclose this 
goal in his article, it is hard to 
understand why he objects—if 
that is the basis of his objection 
—to its publication in a news- 
paper.

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JWB’s Kraft Repeats Proposal 
For Jewish Center-Israel Links

YORK—A top official of the Jewish Welfare Boarg 
asserted this week that Jewish Centers are ideally suited to serve 
as agencies for stimulating cultural inter-change between Israe] 
and American Jewry and rejected charges that the centers lack ade. 


quate Jewish content for such a program. 


Louis Kraft, general secretary 
of the JWB national council, re- 
affirmed the possibility of such a 
program for Jewish Centers in 
reply to an editorial in the Jewish 
SPECTATOR. 

The SPECTATOR, in its Janu- 
ary, 1949 issue dismissed as 
simply another attempt to jump 
on the “Israel bandwagon” pro- 
posals that the Jewish centers 
could play an important and per- 
haps central role in building such 
cultural relationships. (NJP Jan. 
21). 

The comment was made in an 
analysis of an editorial by Kraft 
inthe official organ of the JWB. 
Kraft there said that Israeli 
cultural groups seeking encour- 
agement from and the enrich- 
ment of American Jewish 
groups could count on a cordial 
reception in Jewish Centers in 
the U. S. 

The SPECTATOR asserted that 
all such proposals failed to con- 
sider the fact that ‘‘as constituted 
at present, the Jewish Center is 
not suited, or rather not willing 
to give priority to Jewish con- 
tent and activities.” The maga- 
zine cited the recent survey by 
Prof. Oscar Janowsky of the City 
College of New York and said that 
on the basis of reports it had re- 
ceived from other sources, “the 
average Jewish Center is as un- 
Jewish today as it was two years 
ago.” 

Kraft, in an exclusive statement 
to The Post, said that on the gen- 
eral question of the Jewishness of 
Jewish Centers, “anyone familiar 
with the programs of most Jewish 
Centers will disagree that they 
reflect lack of Jewish purpose or 
absence of Jewish content.” 

Kraft: Takes Issue 

He said there was much of spe- 
cific Jewish content “in the pro- 
grams of clubs, mass observances 
of Jewish holidays, Music Week, 
Jewish Book Month and in the 
programs of home and country 
camps.” 

“For many years, the music, 
art, dance and Palestinian life 
generally, have formed elements 
in Jewish Center activities,” 
Kraft said. “Club leaders, pro- 
gram directors, camp counselors 
in large numbers have _ the 
knowledge and the interest to in- 
troduce these cultural emphases.” 

He added that “at no time 
have either the national lay 
leadership nor the local boards, 
with some few exceptions, per- 
haps, hindered the spread of 
Jewish activities in Jewish ac-

Kraft in response staked out a 
claim based on the impact on 
Zionist organizations of virtual 
worldwide recognition of the 
State of Israel. 

“It is to be assumed that our 
future fraternal and cultural rela. 
tions will no longer be channeled 
solely through the official Zionist 
organizations. 

“Relations with Israel, other 
than in the limited area of politi. 
cal affairs, are to be relations be 
tween the Israeli community and 
the Jewish community in Amer 
ica, generally,” Kraft said. 

He said that the test of Zionist 
affiliation “no longer applies if 
the intercommunication in cul- 
tural and religious interests in 
volves American Jewry generally, 
Hence, the Jewish Center, which 
includes groups and _ individuals 
of all views, is a most suitable 
agency for stimulating cultural 
interchange, recreational and 
sports activities and youth inter- 
ests generally.” 

Here’s The Record 

Taking up the specific issue of 
lack of Jewish Center interest in 
Palestine, Kraft said that “as long 
ago as 1936 and 1937, the JWB 
and Jewish Centers participated 
in a Maccabiah in Tel Aviv; that 
Jewish Centers have encouraged 
the meetings of Zionist youth 
groups and adult groups; that 
they have consistently provided 
forums for discussion of Paley 
tine, its achievements and _ its 
problems.” 

Asserting that the interest of 
Jewish Centers and Center groups 
in Palestine antedated the events 
surrounding the emergence of 
Israel, Kraft said-that “this is no 
indication of bandwagon or fait 
weather interest but the result of 
basic understanding and sincere 
fellowship.”

Looking at my calendar. I see 
that this Tuesday you will all 
have a one-day vacation from 
public school as our entire nation 
pauses to honor the birth of our 
first great president—George 
Washington.

“Last week our local press 
sprang to the defense of Cardi- 
nal Mindszenty,” he told The 
Post.

AS ASSEMBLY 


LISTENS TO WEIZMANN SPEECH 


JERUSALEM — A historic speech by Dr. Chaim Weizmann 
moved many delegates to tears this week as the first Constituent 
Assehbly was convened in Jerusalem Monday. 

But the tears, sincere as they were when Dr. Weizmann, as first 


president of the first Jewish State 
return,” did not seriously affect 
an immediate scramble for power 
by the Israeli parties. 

The two leading parties, Mapai 
and Mapam, held positions as 
Menachim Beigen’s Freedom par- 
ty, fought for power. 

Dr. Weizmann himself dabbled 
at his eyes several times in the 
course of his address. A deep 
silence followed his speech, pun- 
ctuated by muffled gobs. 

Each deputy was read the 
oath of allegiance in Hebrew 
and answered in Hebrew ex- 
cept one Arab who answered in 
Arabic after he was read the 
oath in that language. 

The United States declined to 
send a_ representative because 
the meeting was held in Jeru- 
salem. But the rest of the na- 
tions, except for Britain, did send 
delegates, 

Representatives also were pre- 
sent from churches. 

The plan for a simple quick 
ceremony was dumped by the pol- 
itical maneuvering. Mapai and 
Mapam effectively stymied Bei- 
gen’s party. Beigen and Peter 
Bergson fought savagely for the 
appointment of three vice presi- 
dents instead of two, so that the 
Freedom party could be repre- 
sented. 

But Mapam defeated the move 
and the vice presidents will be 
from the labor parties and the 
religious bloc. 

Dr. Weizman was_ scheduled 
to be elected president at the last 
session this week and then he 
was sheduled to all on David Ben- 
Gurion to form a coalition govrn- 
ment. This will be done when 
the deputies. reassemble Sunday 
in Tel Aviv. 





BUCHAREST—(JTA)—A cam- 
paign to eliminate the influence 
of Zionism among Rumanian 
Jews was proposed here at a 
conference of national leaders of 
the Jewish Democratic Commit- 
tee of Rumania.

MUNICH — (WNS) — Dr. Wil- 
helm and his wife, Matilda, who 
had been sentenced to death in 
1946 by an American Military 
Court have been added to the 
long list of Nazi criminals who 
have been getting mercy at the 
hands of German courts. 





The physician and his wife had 
been charged with having poison- 
ed Jewish children, a crime for 
which the American Military 
Court thought there was no other 
commensurate penalty but death. 
However, the German court at 
Frankfort sentenced them to 
three and four year terms res- 
pectively after conviction on the 
same evidence that was present- 
ed at the original trial. 


PALESTINE FIRM WILL RELEASE 
SIX FILMS IN U.S. THIS YEAR 


NEW YORK-—Joseph Krumgold, an officer of Palestine Films, 
disclosed this week that “Dream No More,” a semi-documentary 
film made in Israel, will be released here in April. 

Avram Sroka, 29-year-old star of the film, was in New York 
for surgery. He‘was seriously injured when the Ben Yehuda street 


explosion occurred last spring. 

Seven extras who played 
roles in the film later were 
killed in action with the Israeli 
army, Krumgold said. 

He said the film was made at 
a cost of $75,000 for the Hista- 
drut, the general conferderation 
of labor unions in Israel. 

The company has already dis- 
tributed two “Israel Today” news 
reels. Krumgold said the com- 
pany is finishing its second fea- 
ture “The Curse and the Bless- 
ing.” 

He said four documentary 
short subjects. also have been 
completed. These are “Haganah,” 
telling of the development of the 
Israeli army; “The Road is 
Open,” describing the story of 
migration to Israel; “Folk Dan- 
ces of Israel,” and “Negba.” 

It was not indicated which of 
the films would be distributed 
outside of the New York area.
